est pingfe tftem of government exoen- 
diture during the calendar year, 1922, 
the official statement shows. 


The cost of tne debt service, like 


other government costs, is being re- 
duced steadily. 


The national, debt, mainly repre- 


sented by Liberty bonds and Victory 
notes, ia largely a heritage' of tTie 
World War. The debt service and 
other expenditures of a military na- 
ture comprised more than half of the 
total paid out as ordinary disburse- 
ments during the first ele\ 
of the year.

cost the government $422,317,555, or 
nearly SO per cent as much as the 
debt service.
